Stow speaks of it as a “ strange 
and wonderful stuff,” which gave rise to a 
remit gi e eee 
ruffs of a spider s web, 

The difficulty in England then was to find 
someone who could stiffen this delicate 
material, and at last Flanders supplied the 
want. In 1564 Frau van der Plasse came · to 
London, and there opened a school for people 
who wished to learn how to starch. 

The fees were very high: five pounds for a 
lesson, and an additional twenty shillings 
for a recipe telling how to make starch out 
of wheat-flour, roots and bran. This school 
was a great success, and Frau van der Plasse 
became a very rich woman. 

The starch of those days was like that now 
in use, except that it was made in colours— 
red, yellow, green and blue—and thus tinted 
delicately the articles of white linen to which 
it was applied. 

The ruffs worn by the ladies in Queen 
Elizabeth's reign required a large amount of 
starch, for they were worn so big that at 
length, we are told, persons used to stand, 
by order of the Queen, at the gates of the 
city for the purpose of cutting down every 
ruff that was more than a yard in depth. 
This ugly fashion only lasted to the middle 
of the reign of James I., when a Mrs. Turner 
(who was an accomplice in poisoning Sir 
Thomas Overbury), being hanged in one, put 
them completely out of fashion. 

To-day we have little use for either ruffs 
or starch—a fashion which, perhaps, is typical 
of the free and easy age in which we live.

THE FIRESIDE.

HE season has come round again 
when the fire and the fireside take a 


prominent place in our affections. In 
ordinary summer weather we shun the look 
of it, and cover up our grates with screens 
or plants, according to our fancy, but the 
first “ cold snap ' raws us back to our old 
love, and we delight in blaze and brightness 
of ‘the open fireplace. 
In poem, romance, and in eve day life, 
the hearth and the home-fire has been cele- 
brated, and while in these modern times the 
gas stove has endeavoured to assert a rivalry, 
and succeeded in certain aspects of domestic 
economy and comforts—the black diamond 
which we call coal still holds first place in the 
homes of these islands. In other lands wood 
and charcoal find favour, but nothing comes up 
to the heat and cheerfulness that comes from 
the burning bright lumps in our grates, and 
around which we gather in the winter-time. 
Longfellow tells us there is no fireside, 
we er defended but has one vacant 
chair.” It is so, but thoughts are cheered 
and comforted in front of the pleasant blaze, 
and are not wholly melancholy; while at 
Christmastide the same poet bids us “by the 
fire sing caroles ever higher, till i the night

The present century has been wonder- 
in discoveries in physical 
science, but popular acquaintance with the 
new knowledge is small. Sir Oliver Lodge 
attempts to remedy this ignorance with a 
lucid and exceedingly interesting volume. 
He tells what most of his readers will find 
an astonishing story ; yet he does not seek 
to épater his public, and even abstains 
from stating the more daring and revolu- 
tionary hypotheses to which modern dis- 
covery has led some inquirers.

SOME MODERN WRITERS. 

English critics of contemporary litera- 
ture are notoriously conservative, and 
while in France every writer of stamp re- 
ceives a recognition which goes further 
than the journalistic review, in England 
only a few writers are singled out for 
special notice. It is, therefore, with a 
relief that one turns to Mr. Priestley’s 
Figures in Modern Literature, and 
finds that he omits Shaw, Chesterton and 
Wells in. order to find room for such very 
charming writers as A. E. Housman, J. C. 
Squire and Walter De La Mare. Critics 
have maintained a curious silence about 
Mr. Housman, although his ‘‘ Shropshire 
Lad ” is widely admired and discussed. 
One welcomes Mr. Priestley’s enthusiasm. 
He does not delve very deeply, and those 
who are really familiar with the poems 
discussed may find little that is new in his 
criticism; but they will enjoy his charm- 
ing analysis of the impression which these

uire’s work shows more originality, and 
here, too, Mr. Priestley is treading on 
fresh soil.

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THE VALUE OF PSYCHOLOGY.

Mr. Maxwell's latest book is an emotional 
drama that may, perhaps, be considered his 
finest work.

She loves a happy-go-lucky 
scapegrace, Arnold Thorne, and, after he has 
proved himself worthy of her and happiness 
as in sight, they are parted by a sorry trick 
of fate.

Scotsmen have 
reconciled themselves to the passing 
from vernacular use of a language that 
cannot survive the old-world country lile 
to which it belonged; but Mr. John 
Buchan appeals to his countrymen to 
preserve Scots as a “ book-tongue.” He 
advocates a Scottish style dashed with 
terms from the old speech—“ a delicate 
colouring of standard English with 
Northern tints.“ 


IRISH ARCHITECTURE. 


Mr. Mannin Robertson, A. R. I. B. A., 


F. R. A. S., who addressed a letter to the Jrish 


Times on Wednesday, drawing attention to 
the possibilities of cheap and rapid building 
in the new materials, was deputy chief 
architect to the housing department of the 
British Ministry of Health in 1920 and 1921. 
He is author of a book on Everyday 
Architecture,’’ which contains an interesting 
chapter on architecture in Ireland. 

Mr. Robertson considers Georgian Dublin 
to possess many fine models of dignified 
building; but he condemns in strong terms 
late Irish ecclesiastical architecture. It 
might. be expected,” he remarks, that in 
Ireland the churches and religious institutions, 
being almost universally sui, Sa would show 
a distinctive architectural treatment; but 
actually they are disappointing examples of 
standardised, debased Gothic, and the more 
ambitious they are, the less are they nationally 
characteristic.“ 5 

All the larger Irish houses built before 1850 
fall into three groups, Mr. Robertson says 
„the Castle, the Rectangular Block, and the 
Italian.“ The Castle has an antique charm of 
its own. The Block may be derived from the 
castle keep. It is usually ‘‘dashed’’; and 
Mr. Robertson tells of an Irish ecclesiastic 
who told an English friend: We dash every- 
thing here; we would dash one another if we 
could.” For all its rectangular crudity, Mr. 
Robertson holds this type of house to be 
better than the Holly ges of Victorian 
England—it is honest and scorns pretence. 

The third type of house, deriving its 
inspiration from Georgian Dublin and from 
such wonderful architectural conceptions as 
Trinity College and the old House of Parlia- 
ment, delights Mr. Robertson; but he con- 
demns our recent Council cottages’’ as 
deplorable and unimaginative. 

“The everyday architecture of the Free 
State, Mr. Robertson concludes, should 
enjoy a great future if it avoids, on the one 
hand, the pitfall of excessive provincialism, 
by absorbing the best, and not the worst, 
from the architecture across the Channel; and, 
on the other, by retaining those special 
characteristics of mass and dignity which are 
admirable in native work.”

MISSIONARY NOTES. 


(FROM OUR CHURCH OF IRELAND 
_ . CORRESPONDENT.) how 
The Mission to Lepers is celebrating ita 
jubilee this month. Meetings will held in the 
etropolitan Hall, Dublin, on Tuesday, 
October 14, at 4 o'clock, when the 
Primate will occupy’ the chair; and at 
7.30, when the Moderator of the General 
Assembly will preside. The speakers 
will be Sir Edward Crait, K. C, S. I., 
C. I. E., ; 


Superintendent of Bhagalpur Leper Asylum, 
and the Rev. R. Lee Cole. At the evening 
meeting a short exhibition of lantern slides 
will show the past history of the Mission. 
At the present time there are 7,850 inmates 
of the various institutions provided for the 
care and restoration of sufferers; 6,000 of 
the inmates are professing Christians. There 
are also 1,500 Christian lepers in the Govern- 
ment and municipal leper asylums and settle- 
ments. The progress that has been made in 
the medical treatment of the disease faring 
the last few years has brought into the wor 

a new element of hope on the physical plane. 
Many lepers have gone from the asylums in 
India and Korea apparently free from the 
disease. 

Some idea of the amount of work that is 
being performed on the medical side of the 
Church Mission Society work may be gathered 
from the fact that during last year 42,940 
in-patients were treated in 42 hospitals, which 
contain 4,741 beds, and the visits of out- 
patients numbered 862,552. The number of 
schools under the Society has increased from 
3,556 to 4,990, while the roll of pupils has 
risen from 246,456 to 353,294. | 

It seems to be a common occurrence in the 
Tanganyika territory of East Africa to receive 
visits from lions. e Rev. R. Banks reports 
that on one occassion he had to break off 
four times during evening prayers because 
lions were lurking in the grass close by.

It 
was only last night that Mr. Thomas was 
telling the House of Commons that he 
would explore every avenue to try to find 
a man who would be representative of 
Northern Ireland as Mr. MacNeill was of 
the Free State. The names of Lord 
Carson and of Colonel Spender, the 
Secretary of the Cabinet of ~‘orthern Ire- 
land, have been mentioned frequently in 
connection with the appointment. It s 
probable that either would be thoroughly 

cceptable to the people of Northern Ire- 
and, but it is unlikely that any approach 
has been made to either of them on the 
part of the British Government. : 


Bygone Pledges. 


Lord Carson, who was in consultation 
to-day with several of the Ulster Unionist 
members, will, it is expected, make some 
interesting contributions to the debate on 
the Irish Bill in the House of Lords next 
week. In the Lobby this afternoon it was 
thought that he might be able * accept 
the challenge thrown out by Mr. Lloyd 
George last night, and produce a written 
pledge guaranteeing the integrity of the 
six counties. It has to be admitted, how- 
ever, that little importance is attached to 
such bygone ple now. The Irish 
Treaty altered everything, and, unless the 
pledges found expression there, they wera 
rendered impossible of fulfilment. This is 
a point of view which is finding a mora 
general acceptance as the situation 


becomes better understood. 


The Political Crisis. 


A fanfare of newspaper trumpets an- 
nounced this morning that there was a 
first-class political crisis in being; but, 
though the centre is said to be at West- 
minster, there were few signs of it to-day. 
It is true that the Conservatives have 
tabled a motion censuring the Attorney- 
General for his action regarding the 
Workers’ Weekly prosecution, but it is 
most unlikely that the Government wil! 
resign on this question, even if it is de- 
feated. It will stand by Sir Patrick 
Hastings to the last, but, when there is 
nothing else to do, the Prime Minister 
will produce the resignation of his Law 
Officer, which, it is understood, he already 
holds; and the Government will continue 
on its way, undismayed by another Parlia- 
mentary incident. The more real danger 
threatening the Government is the Libera] 
motion regarding the Russian loan. 


The Liberal Position. 


The prospect of an early general elec- 
tion does not appeal to the Liberal Press, 
which is full of heart-searchings and 
doubts. The test of the leading articles 
might be in nearly every case: We have 
no desire to see the Labour Party 
weakened to the profit of Conservatism.” 
It is not to be disguised that the average 
Liberal hates the Labour Party. but he 
hates the Conservative Party still more. 
Mr. Macdonald has climbed down already 
on the Russian Treaty in response to the 
Liberal demands, and will do so again as 
soon as he realises what he is expected to 
do.

Another little scene took place when Mr.

The Speaker tried to quell the storm, 
and at last had to warn Mr. Jones that 
he must comply with the rules of the 
louse or he would not be allowed to re- 
main. He then told Sir Kingsley Wood 
that he had put a question which he could 
not allow. This gave the Labour men an 
opportunity, and again they shouted for a 
withdrawal.

MR. COSGRAVE’S POSITION. 


There were two amendments to the Irish 
Boundary Bill on the paper. The first 
and most substantial one, which was moved 
by Mr. Caseels, the Conservative member 
for Leyton, imposed upon the Boundary 
Commission the duty of adjusting the 
boundary ‘‘ without substantially altering 
the area of Northern Ireland as fixed hy 
the Government of Ireland Act, 1920.“ 

It was, in his opinion, hopeless to expect 
{he Commission could effect a settlement 
of the differences which had so long 
divided Ireland by any boundary adjust- 
ment, and it was, therefore, desirable to 
confine their duties strictly to those of a 
Boundary Commission proper. 

Mr. Rawlinson, who seconded, thought 
that the House. would fail in its duty if it 
shirked its responsibility in this matter. 
and passed the decision on so grave a ques- 
tion to any body of Commissioners. 

Sir William Allen. believed there was 
an earnest desire on the part of the 
majority of the Irish people for peace. 
Had Mr. Cosgrave the power to act un- 
fettered in this matter, he was convinced 
that Mr. Cosgrave could come to an agree- 
ment with Sir James Craig. But, un- 
fortunately, Mr. Cosgrave’s hands were 
tied. 

Mr. Finney, a Northumbrian Liberal, 
aid that he considered this amendment, 
by imposing narrow limits upon the 
powers of the Commissioners, would do 


more than anything else to prejudice the 
prospects of peace. 


ENGLAND’S WORD. 


The Colonial Secretary, replying, said

Sir L. Worthington-Evans explained 
hiss change of attitude. “Two years ago 
the signatories to the Treaty believed that 
the duty of the Boundary Commission was 
merely to readjust, and not transfer, large 
shares of territory. That was not the view 
now entertained by the supporters of the 
Bill, and, as a consequence, those who 
voted against the amendment before would 
now support. it. 

Mr. Lloyd George declared that the 
acceptance of the amendment would mean 


| an end to the Treaty; and would give rise 
to the cry in Ireland that England never 
kept her word. 


The division on the 
amendment was taken belore the dinner 
hour, and resulted in a Government 
majority of 50, the figures being: 207 for 
and 257 against. 

The second amendment, which sought 
to place an interpretation upon the famous 
Article 12, was ruled out of order. The 
third reading of the Bill was at once pro- 
ceeded with. 


SUGGESTED COMPENSATION. 


The Independent member for Mother- 
well (Mr.. Ferguson) attributed the sup- 
port of the Liberals for this Bill to their 
intense hatred of Ulster. Whilst he de- 
tested any idea of bloodshed between the 
North and the South, he declared that if 
it ever came to fighting the Free State 
would go under. 

Sir Robert Lynn warned the Govern- 
ment that they were going about a powder 
mine with a lighted candle. 

Mr. Reid suggested that the Government 
should compensate Irishmen who, as a 
result of the findings of the Commission, 
wished to move into the territory of the 
Government they most favoured. 

Captain Craig devoted the greater part 
of his speech to a critical analysis of the 
arguments which had been advanced by 
the Government in support of the Bill. 
He strenuously. denied that either law, 
equity or honour were bound up in the 
passing of the measure. 

Mr. Austen Chamberlain, speaking with 
a full sense of the gravity of the situa- 
tion, said that he and his friends behind 
him did not propose to incur the responsi- 
bility of dividing against the Bill on the 
third reading. Having made his position 
clear, he impressed upon the Government. 
that it was their duty and obligation to 
nominate as the representative of Ulster 
on the Commission such a man as Ulster 
herself might have chosen. That was the 
only hope of peace and agreement. : 

Mr. ‘Thomas had the last word. He 
stated ‘that, whatever the fate of the 
Government might be in respect of other 
matters to be raised next week, they in- 
tended to see this Bill carried into law. 
As to the point raised by Mr. Chamber- 
lain with reference to the Ulster Com- 
missioner, the “House, could rest assured 
that the appointment would be one to 
which no possible objection could be taken.

It has been explained to you —we quote 
from Mr. Gordon Campbell's letter to the 
Siemens-Schuckertwerke directorate in Feb- 
ruary last—‘‘ that previous inquiries into the 
possibilities of the River Shannon for the 
purpose of hydro-electric development had 
results much less optimistic than those at 
which your firm has arrived, and the Govern- 
ment notes that you appreciate this position 
and accept the responsibility of justifying 
the ultimate proposals of your firm from the 
technical and economic point of view to 


ment may think desirable.“ 


A PENNY A UNIT. 

On what grounds were the Siemens: 
Schuckertwerke results more optimistic? 
Perhaps, with their closer acquaintance with 
hydro-electric schemes in practice, the Ger- 
man company placed the capital cost at a 
lower figure. hey suggest, it is said, that 
current can be sold at a penny per unit, in 
contrast with the fifteen pence per unit at 
which firms in some towns in Ireland are 
taking current to-day.

Wednesday. 

The Liberals, by an amendment they 
handed in last night, give the Government 
the opportunity of saving themselves by 
agreeing to the appointment of a Select 
Committee, but the Central News Lobby 
Correspondent states that the Prime 
Minister is determined to force an election. 

He understands that Mr. Macdonald’s 
speech next Tuesday at the Labour Party 
Conference ‘‘ will sound the note of battle, 
and is expected to be of the most trenchant 
character.“ 

On the assumption that the Government 
is defeated next Wednesday, the following 
will be a provisional programme :— 

The Irish Bill would be passed by con- 
sent on Thursday; the House would then 
adjourn till the following week, when the 
Expiring Laws Continuance Bill would 
be passed on one day, and the King’s 
Speech be delivered on another.

MR. BALDWIN AND TH 
RUSSIAN LOAN. 


— — 
DETERMINED TO PREVENT IT. 


Mr. Baldwin addressed an enthusiastic 
mass 28 at Newcastle-on-‘l'yne last 
night. The following are the chief points 
from his speech :— 

I welcome closer association of party 
organisation with workers. There are no 
more trusted Tories than many of those 
who sit on the Labour benches to-day. In- 
creased world trade, which will come from 
the rehabilitation of Germany, must be 
coupled with increased competitive power in 
Germany. You have to weigh the balance of 
advantage. The balance will be in favour of 
world trade, but, on the whole, I think, to 
our advantage too. 

The loan proposed to Germany is to be 
raised by private subscription with no form 
of Government guarantee. The liability for 
loss will fall alone on those who subseribe 
to that loan. Bear that in mind when you 
consider the Russian loan. It may be that 
Germany will have such advantage in com- 
petition that we may find her exports may 
do. us serious harm. In the forthcoming 
election general tariffs is no part of our pro- 
gramme, but we hold ourselves at liberty to 
safeguard any efficient industry from unfair 
competition. To support the Dawes Report. 
and not be prepared to take those steps that 
I have indicated, would, indeed, be an act 
of lunacy. 

Western Europe has a civilisation to pre- 
serve. The barriers must be made strong 
against any subversive onslaught from the 
East. There is no surer way of doing this 
than to begin by carrying out the terms of 
the Dawes Report, and bring the great 
German market into contact with the 
markets of the world. The loan is the very 
key and lynch pin of the Russian Treaty, 
Whatever may be said or thought 
of our action, I am resolved to 


do all in my ‘power to prevent that 


loan from ever becoming an accomplished fact. | 


; INCALCULABLE FOLLY, 

No Government could honestly affix its 
signature to that Treaty, because if it did so 
it would give an implicit. undertaking to the 
Soviet Government that this country would 
guarantee a loan to them at a future date. 
The Government must, know that in no cir- 
cumstances would Parliament or the country 
guarantee a joan to that Government. We 
lead the Russian Government to believe that 
we shall do something which we have no in- 
tention of doing. For that our honour and word 
suffers. - This country has not so much 
money to-day that she can afford to run the 
risks of guaranteeing the loan, It is to me 
incalculable folly. For more than a genera: 
tion this country- has never in any circum- 
stances guaranteed a loan to a foreign coun- 
try. There is hardly a clause in the Treaty 
that will bear close examination. Mr. Lloyd 
George has called it a fake. I endorse his de- 
scription from my heart. 

The life of that Treaty is, I think, limited. 
I should like to know whether the Dominions 
were consulted in that twenty-four hours dur- 
ing which the Government decided to come to 
an agreement with Russia as to the terms of 
that agreement. If so, what replies were re- 
ceived from the Dominions’? In signing this 
agreement we tacitly assented te the Russian 
doctrine. of the . repudiation of debt. II 
Russia is such a country of potential wealth, 
why allow lier to say she will never be able 
to vay more than a fraction of her debts? 
H the Russians were a Government of angels; 
and I were Prime Minister, I would say they 
were such silly angels that, in view of their 
economic wisdom, 
business with them. 


MYSTERIOUS AFFINITY. 

The belief that an immense trade can be 
done with Russia at the present, moment is an 
illusion. Trade will only come when the 
trader feels that he will be paid for the goods 
he delivers, and when he can obtain justice in 
the country where he sells, in case of trouble. 
Russia never has been, and 1 do not believe. 
ever will be, one our principal markets. Our 
only markets are t Dominions, South 
America, and the East. 
or not the natural exploiter of Russian trade 
is Germany. 

There is something mysterious in the 

resent affinity between the Labour Party and 

ussia.

FINANCIER OF SHACKLETON 
EXPEDITION. 


From OUR Own CoRRESPONDENT. 
LONDON, Thursday. 

Mr. J. Quiller Rowett, aged 47, merchant 
prince, financial backer of the Shackleton- 
Rowett Expedition, the possessor of three 
town houses and a luxurious country mansion 
in Sussex, and the owner of 12 motor cars, 
was found hanged at his residence, Hyde 
Park terrace, London, W., late last Wed- 
nesday. 

Mr. Rowett had made many disbursements 
from his fortune—reputed to be in the neigh- 
bourhood of £500,000. He leaves an invalid 
wife and three young children, who are away 
in Scotland. 3 

Mr Rowett, who was head of the firm of 
Messrs. Rowett, Leakey, and Co., Ltd., one 
of the biggest wine and spirit merchants in 
the City, made his fortune in rum. He 
had been ‘worried recently by the loss of 
£100,000 in the ill-fated enterprise of Sir 
James Stewart; who some months ago shot 
himself in Scotland. 3 
Mr. Rowett had a residence at Ely place, 
Frant, Sussex, where he kept herds of choice 
cettle and ran a model farm, utilising elec- 
tricity throughout. He owned other houses 
at Forest Hill and Hove. For the use of 
himself, his family, and staff, he purchased 
and used twelve motor cars, including two 
Rolls-Royce. 

It was in connection with his great effort 
to help his old school friend, Sir Ernest 
Shackleton, that Mr. Rowett came more into 
the public eye. He was with Shackleton at 
Dulwich College, and later in life, when other 
arrangements for an expedition to the 
Antarctic fell through, Mr. Rowett put for- 
forward funds which enabled the 1921 Ex- 
pedition to be carried out. It is estimated 
that the trip—which was marked by the 
death of Shackleton—cost Mr. Rowett 
£75,000. :

APPORTIONMENT BETWEEN 
NORTH AND. SOUTH. 


The apportionment between the, Free State 
and Northern Ireland of Treasury grants 
originally denominated for the whole of Ire- 
land is set out, in respect of certain grants 
allotted to the Department of Agriculture and 
the Intermediate Board, in os. 22-25 of 
Statutory Rules and Orders published by the 
Stationery Office, Dublin. 

Of the annual sum of £40,000 fixed for the 
whole of Ireland by Section 2 of the Inter- 
mediate Education (Ireland) Act, 1914, as 
the sum to be paid out of moneys provided by 
Parliament and referred to as the Jeachers’ 
Salaries Grant, the sum of £30,750 is appor- 
tioned to the Free State and £9,250 to the 
rest of the area aforesaid.’’ 

Three grants in aid of the Department of 
Agriculture and Technical Instruction, 
originally. fixed for the whole of Ireland, are 
apportioned as follows to the Free State :— 
(1)—Of the annual sum of £70,000 fixed by 

the Treasury pursuant to paragraph (b) 
of Section 15 of the Agricultural and 
Technical Instruction (Ireland) Act, 1899, 
as the sum to be placed at the disposal 
of the Department for the purposes of 
Part II of that Act during the period 
of fifteen years commencing on the Ist 
day of April, 1915, and to be paid out 
of the annual income derivable from the 
surplus of the Irish Church Temporalities 
Fund, £56,000. 

(2)—Of the annual sum of £12,000 fixed by 
paragraph (d) of the same section out of 
the savings effected by the abolition or 
consolidation of judicial offices in pur- 
suance of the Act of 1897, £9,600. 

(3)—Of the annual sum of £6,000 fixed by 
paragraph (f) of the same section, £4,800. 

The balance of each of these grants is 
apportioned to the rest of the area afore- 
said.” It will be seen that the grants for the 
Department of Agriculture and Technical In. 
struction are apportioned in the proportion of 
four-fifths to the Free State ri § one-fifth to 
Northern Ireland. Of the Teachers’ Salaries 
Grant, Northern Ireland gets a larger propor- 
tion—almost one-quarter.

THE VOTE OF CENSURE. 


The events of yesterday, states 7’he Times, 
make it clear that the Liberals generally do 
not regard Sir Robert Horne’s motion of cen- 
sure on the Government as a reasonable 
one, though there is good reason to believe 
that at least one leading member, of the 
party assisted in framing it. 

As a result of a conference of Liberal 
leaders Jast night it was accordingly de- 
cided to submit the following amendment to 
the Vote of Censure:— That a Select Com- 
mittee be appointed to investigate and report 
upon the circumstances leading up to the 
withdrawal of the proceedings recently in- 


stituted by the Director of Public Prosecu- 


tions against Mr. Campbell; that the Com- 
mittee do consist of ten members, and that 
five be a quorum, and that the Committee 
have power to sit, notwithstanding the ad- 


sons, papers and records.”’ 

This amendment stands in the names of 
Sir John Simon, Sir Thomas Bramsdon, Mr. 
H. M. Vivian, Mr. P. Oliver, and Mr. 
Trevelyan Thomson. The tabling of this 
amendment means that there is now little 
hope of the Vote of Censure being carried, 
and Conservative members are bitterly dis- 
appointed that they are not to receive the 
Liberal support which they had been led to 


expect.

ment Lord Birkenhead will, [ am sure, expect 
me to reply that the proper place to give the 
answer is the place which his Party has itself 
selected for the inquiry—namely, the House of 
Commons. 


ULSTER AND THE TREATY. 
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LORD HUGH CECIL’S LETTER. 

Lord Hugh Cecil, in a letter to The Times, 
says: — The quotation to which I was anxious 
io draw attention in regard to the pledge to 
Ulster was from Mr. Bonar Law's speech de- 
livered in the House of Commons on Decem- 
ber 15, 1921. in the debate on the ratification 


of the Treaty. The quotation is as follows :—. 


Mr. Bonar Law—‘“ I am going to deal now 
with the only aspect of this Treaty whieh is 
open to serious objection. That is as to the 
Boundaries Commission. If ever the Ulster 
people considered that anything was settled, 
and settled for ever, it was the Boundaries. 
I think it is hardly worth while elaborating, 
but I may point out that in the letter written 
to me by the Prime Minister just before the 
last election he specified that in dealing with 
Ireland anything which interferes, not with 
Ulster, ‘but with the Six Counties is impos- 
sible. That was not accidental. We know, 
everybody knows, how bitter the controversy 
was over it during the passage 
of the Home Rule Bill. My right 
hon. friend, the member for Paisley, knows, 
I think, that it would have been settled but 
for that difficulty. That letter was worded in 
that way to settle that question, so that, so 
far as this Government and Parliament were 
concerned, it could not arise again. — Han- 
há volume 149, column 203, December 15, 

The quotation is not inconsistent with the 
main drift of Mr. Lloyd George’s argument, 
which was that no pledge to Ulster stood in 
the way of a reasonable rectification of 
boundaries But it shows that at one point 
Mr. Lloyd George's memory misled him; for 
he said that no public pledge had been given 
in regard to area. It is clear from Mr. Bonar 
Law’s speech that a public pledge was given 
by Mr. Lloyd George in 1918, and recited by 
Mr. Bonar Law on December 15,.1921, that 
Northern Ireland should consist of an area of 
six counties. ,

CHARGES AGAINST 
CIVIC GUARDS.

Sitting at Gorey yesterday, Mr. T. A, 
Finlay, Barrister-at-Law, Assistant Secre- 
tary of the Department of Justice, opened 
a sworn inquiry into serious charges of 
violation of duty which are preferred 
against members of the Civic Guard 
stationed in the County Wexford. The 
allegation is that, while in mufti and 
armed, they assaulted a number of civilians 
‘in order to extract information from them. 
The Guards deny the charges. 


THE CHARGES. 


STATEMENT BY 
SUPERINTENDENT. 


The accused men are: Sergeant Cornelius 
Quirke, Camolin; Sergeant Martin Lannigan, 
Ferns; Guard James Beggan, Ferns; Guard 
Henry Allen, Ferns; and Guard Patrick 
Bracken, Camolin. 

It is alleged that they were guilty of cis- 
creditable conduct by assaulting and beating 
(while armed and in mufti) Martin Kehoe, 
John Kehoe, Myles Kehoe, and John Kehoe, 
of Lacken; Aiden Kehoe and Thomas hehoe, 
of Bolinrush; and Myles O’Rourke and 
Mogue O’Rourke, of Curraclone, Oldtown. It. 
is charged against them that they acted so 
for the purpose of obtaining information. 

Two further charges against Sergeant 
Quirke and Sergeant Lannigan are, chat with- 
out sufficient reason they erased an entry in 
an official record (the patrol book) at their 
respective stations. 

The accused Guards denied al] the charges. 

Chief Superintendent Stack, who, with Mr. 
J. J. O'Connor, solicitor, prosecuted, said 
that the Court would recognise how painful 
was the duty thrown upon the senior officer 
of the division to prefer charges of such a 
serious nature against any of the members 
of the force directly under his charge. Mind- 
ful, however, of his duty to the State, to the 
people and to the force, of which he was the 
senior officer for the division, he was casting 
aside all personalities. 

The facts, briefly, were that, on the night 
of 12th September, or the morning of 13th 
September, 1924, a gang of five armed raiders 
visited several houses in the districts of 
Lacken, Bolinrush and Oldtown, and dragged 
from their peaceful homes the inhabitants, 
whom they subjected to harsh and barbarous 
treatment. Such conduct could not be 
tolerated in any civilised community, . and 
should the paid servants of the State, under 
any pretext whatever, or in any circum- 
stances, no matter how extenuating, be found 
guilty of such conduct the punishment should 
be in due proportion. 


MIDNIGHT VISITORS. 


Martin Kehoe, of Oldtown, examined by 
Chief Superintendent Stack, said that he was 
an employé of Myles O’Rourke, of Oldtown. 
On the night of 12th September, when the 
witness and all the members of the O’Rourke 
family were in bed, he heard men 
come to the door. It was about half- 
an-hour after midnight. The men, hav- 
ing asked to be allowed in. threatened that 
if the door was not opened they would break 
it. Eventually, when witness opened it, he 
found himseif confronted by five men. One 
of them asked him to “get O'Rourke.” 
While he was calling Myles O'Rourke in the 
parlour where he slept the five men rushed 
in, and the next thing he saw was O’ Rourke 
being brought out to the yard. A few 
minutes later two of the men came back and 
asked if there was another O’Rourke in the 
house. The witness called Mogue O’Rourke, 
who was taken from his room, and as he was 
being brought out witness heard one of the 
men say: This is the man we want.” and 
then a filthy expression was used. Mogue 
O’Rourke was taken down to a gate at the 
road, and while he was there the witness 
heard a shot. The men were dressed in 
light coats, some of them with caps and 
some with felt hats. 

Answering Mr. J. R. Brennan, solicitor for 
the defence, the witness said that he did 
not know any of the raiders. 


A THREAT TO SHOOT. 


Myles O’Rourke, senior, told the Court 
that when he was taken out to the yard 
he was asked his name and where his son 
Mogue was. The men then went and pulled 
Mogue out of bed, allowing him to put on 
only his trousers. They asked the witness 
about an old burned house at Bolinrush, but 
he told them that he knew nothing about 
it. They replied that they would shoot him 
if he did not tell all that he knew about it. 
The witness told them to shoot away. Next 
they said that they would burn the house. 
There were only two men there at the time. 
They had revolvers and were swinging them 
carelessly about. One of them remarked that 
the gun might go off, but that he did not 
care. 

Answering Mr. Brennan, the witness said 
that he had heard that the Civie Guards 
had been at his house on the evening before 
He did not know any of the Guards at 
Camolin. In his statement to Inspector Gil- 
roy after the occurrence the witness did not 
mention anything about the burned house at 
Bolinrush, as he did not think that it was 
important.”’ 


“ AT THE COUNT OF EIGHT.” 


Mogue O'Rourke said that when he was 
being taken out of the house he was punched 
several times. One of the raiders said: 
“We'll bring him into the haggard and 
shoot him,” and another said: We'll shoot 
him on the road.” The witness added that 
he was then kicked and knocked about the 
road, and that when he got up was put 
against a hedge and revolvers levelled at 
him. ‘His assailants threatened that thev 
would shoot him if he did not tell “ who 
burned Ned Kirwan’s house.” They then 
told him to say his prayers, as they were 
going to shoot at the count of eight.” 
They counted eight, and one of them struck 
him on the jaw and put a revolver against 
his face. Another of the men put the point 
of ‘his revolver in the witness’s mouth, and 
said that he would blow the brains out of 
him. Another of the party said 
that thev were going to shoot all 
Lacken’s tug-of-war team,“ starting with the 
witness. ‘lhe witness was also accused of 
being a Republican, and suggestions as te 
what should be done with him were made by 
all the members of the party. One said, 
“We'll hang him ”; a second said, “We'll 
cut off his hair with a penknife,’’ and a third 
suggested burning him with petrol None 
of the threats was put into effect, and the 
men left later. Witness identified Guard 
‘Beggan as one of the raiders, but he did not 
know the others 
In cross-examination by Mr. Brennan, the 
witness said that in the statement which he 
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made to Inspectors Gilroy. and O'Neill be 


had not told everything that he had just 
now told because he did not think it was 
necessary.“ He had not told the i 
that the men threatened to shoot him. He 
did not hear the raiders ask for O'Rourke, 
but if he had said so in his statement it 
would be correct, 

Mr, Brennan—So that, even though you did 
not hear them ask for him, ‘you insist that 
it would be correct to say they did? Yes. 

Is that the value you attach to your oath? 
The witness did not reply. 

In further cross-examination, the witness 
declared that. he been afraid of the 
raiders, despite the fact that every time they 
threatened to shoot he answered, Shoot 
away.” In the first statement that he sent 
to the Civic Guard the witness mentioned 
Guard Beggan as one of the party because 
he thought that the fact was important. 

Pressed by the solicitor for the defence as 
to why he had not mentioned Guard Beggan 
to Inspector Gilroy in the statement which 
he made and signed subsequently, the witness 
said that it was because he had forgotten it. 

Answering the President, the witness said 
that it was Kehoe who had told him that 
the men asked for O’ Rourke. 

President—But you swore that you spoke 
to no one about the case? Yes. 

President—Have you any explanation to 
offer as to why you swore first that you had 
discussed the case with no one and then 

N ' on your oath that you were talking 
to Kehoe about it?. No. 
This concluded the evidence for the prose- 
on in the Oldtown raid, and a fresh charge 
was taken up. : 


THE LACKEN RAID, 

Aiden Kehoe gave evidence that, while he 
nd his brothers, his mother and sister were 
bed in the early morning of 13th Septem- 
ber, they were awakened by calls to open 
the door. When the door was opened four 
men rushed into the kitchen. Two of them 
an upstairs, where they cursed and swore 
and threatened to shoot. The witness and 
hree of his brothers were pushed down the 
and searched.

The raider replied that he was not to 
ask any questions, but to answer the questions 
it to him. The man then asked him if he 
d go to a funeral, and the witness said 
that he would if it were a near friend. The 
remarked that he was going to shoot 
O Rourke that night, and asked how 
ug they would keep him and when they 
ould bury him.

Martin Kehoe told the Court that the men

He was asked how much 
Kirwan gave him to burn the house, and he 
plied that he knew nothing about the house. 
They all levelled revolvers at him and began 
it. The witness told them that they 
could shoot if they liked. Next they 
kicked and ‘‘clouted” him and told him to 
go in. Sergeant Lannigan was one of those 
wh » hit him, and he seemed to be the ring- 
Fader. 
Cross-examined, the witness said that until 
it nightthe had never seen Sergeant Lanni- 
gan He never had any trouble with the 
police since about fourteen years ago, when he 
' ummoned and fined for striking a police- 
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“ SERGEANT.” 


Keogh gave evidence that it was he 
the raiders in.

ANOTHER APPEAL BY 
KING HUSSEIN. 

With further reference to the reply of the 
British Government to King Hussein's ap- 
plication for British intervention in the 
trouble with the Wahabis, it is stated that 
the British Foreign Office has received a 
subsequent communication from Dr. Naji el 
Assil, in which the latter points out that, 
although Great Britain’s traditional policy 
‘of non-interference: in religious matters is a 
well-known fact, it is certain that the Moslem 
world would resent the possession of the 
Holy Places, even for a very short time, by a 
sect like the Wahabis, and would view with 
grave apprehension the possibility of such an 
invasion of Mecca by the Sultan of Nejd. 

After emphasising the fact that the people 
of the Hedjaz were the first of the Arabs to 
enter the war against Turkey, Dr. Naji adds 
that they expect Great Britain to give 
essistance in order to save Mecca from the 
horrors of war. In this King Hussein is 
within his rights, more especially as in the 
Treaty now being negotiated the King asks 
for the good offices of His Majesty’s Govern- 
e. in the settlement of disputes with Ibn 
Sand. 

The Hedjaz Envoy finally appeals once more 
for steps to be taken to render help in a 
moment of great anxiety. 


DEATH OF MR. J. E. CAMPBELL, 
F. R. S. 

Mr. John Edward Campbell, F. R. S., who 
died suddenly in Oxford on Wednesday night, 
at the age of 62, was the Senior Fellow of 
Hertfort College, where he had been Fellow 
and Lecturer in Mathematics since 1897, 
states Zhe Times. Born in 1862, the son 
of Dr. John Campbell,-of Lisburn, County 
Antrim, he was educated at the Meth 
College, Belfast, and at Queen's College, 
Belfast, and came to Hertford College as a 
Scholar in 1884. He obtained a first class in 
Mathematical Moderations in 1885, and in 
the final school in 1887, and won the Junior 
Mathematical (University) Scholarship in

“We at this Congress have only heard the 
Romanising side. (“ No, no,” shou many 
of the audience.) Never has there been one 
champion of the principles of the Reforma- 
tion. Is that fair treatment for us? 

ere wag again an outburst of dissent, and 
the Bishop of Buckingham, who presided, rose 
and um for a fair hearing íor Mr. Upton. 

“We have always been served like this 

Church Conferences,” continued Mr. 
Upton, amid dissent. If we go to All 
Saints’, Margaret street, London, we should 
not worship in the spirit and truth that we 
were taught to worship in, but will be 
directed to the supposed real presence—a 
doctrine which is absolutely foreign to the 
Church of England. Reformers had died to 
cast that out of the Church, and it was cast 
out with the utmost care. eye 

Once more Mr. Upton was subjected to 
much interruption, ana the Bishop raised his 
hand in order to obtain quietude. 

Are we,“ asked Mr. Upton, “to worship 
inspiritandin truth, or in the formularities 
which call such practices blasphemous. fables 
and dangerous deceits, and idolatry to be 
abhorred of all faithful. Christians. No 
verbiage can possibly cover the impassable 
gulf between men like myself who stand for 
the historic Anglican position, and the 
Romanising section which is only a century 
old in the Church. 

Mr. Upton resumed his seat amidst a loud 
demonstration of disapproval. 

The Bishop rose and controverted the 
allegation that any side had been given 
special opportunity to express its opinion. 
There has been, he said, opportunity for 
»erfect freedom of expression for every mem 
her of the Church and a desire that misunder- 
standing should be removed. (Cheers.) 

Points from other speeches at the Congress 
were: 

Sir WI LIAM Joynson-Hicxs, M.P.— 

The Prayer Book revision, though still in 
the hands of the Church Assembly,’ might 
soon be expected to come before Parliament. 


The National Church League was in favour of } 


such revision as would bring the Prayer Book 
into closer touch with modern needs, but 
would always oppose any movement which, 
under cover 0 revision, went behind 
Reformation for the purpose of changing the 
doctrine of the English Church in a Rome- 
ward direction. Such attempts were foreign 
to the temper and convictions of the great 
majority of the English laity, and were 
doomed to failure. i 

The League's aim was to maintain in the 
Church of England the principles of 
Christianity as seen in the New Testament 
and embodied in the Prayer Book and Thirty- 
Nine Articles. ww: 3 

As Rome would not alter its teaching in 
the smallest matter, it appeared that the 
Reunion advocates were prepared to alter the 
teaching of the English Church. The denial 
that the revision proposals were in a Rome-- 
ward direction would not bear examination. 

The insertion in the Calendar of the Com- 
memoration of All Souls (a purely Roman 
addition), the permission to use the vest- 
ments, and in the prayer of consecration, and 
the provision for the reservation of the con- 
secrated bread and wine, besides other pro- 
posals, all contradicted it. The commemora- 
tion of All Souls was inseparably connected 
with the Romish doctrine of Purgatory, and 
was removed by the reformers for that reason. 
The particular use of the vestments was that 
associated for centuries with the sacrifice of 
the Mass. The changed prayer of consecra 
tion emphasised the same doctrine of sacrifice, 
and the reservation of the Sacrament opened 
the door to some of the worst superstitions of 
the Middle Ages. They objected to these 
changes, not merely or mainly because they 
were Romish, but because they were contrary 
to the whole teaching and spirit of the New 
Testament, and substituted the traditions of 
men for the Gospel of Christ. 

Tue Dean or Bristor— 

Bishop Gore, in his last book, says that 
‘* Ecclesiastical ought to mean brotherly.’’ In 
the Church of the future, perhaps, it will. 
But at the present it suggests, not the brother 
so much as the heavy uncle, with touches 
also of the maiden aunt. Why must we 
always personify the Church as She ! If 
we want the Church of to-morrow to bless 
middle-aged and more human, than that of 
to-day, we shall need and think to be as 
little ‘‘ecclesiatisical’’ as we conscientiously 
can. 

The Church to be authoritative needs to be 
not more dogmatic, but more divine, Human 
reason and conscience must always be the 
ultimate court of appeal, and that aepends on 
reference to the common verdict oi “ae most 
enlightened men. 

The danger of the institutional authoritarian | 
type of religion was that the bridge which it 
offered to build between God and the soul 
might prove a barrier instead. 

If we want to establish a real religious 
authority we shall have to disown as far as 

ssible the exclusive variety and the many 

rands of select, superior or shockable persons 
who parade their authoritarian chains. 

A Church which understands and believes 
in, preaches and practises the Christian 
theology of love will not need to worry about 
its authority.

BELFAST LAUNCHING.

rt. This vessel is of the shelter deck type, 
415 feet in length, with a gross tonnage. of 
about 4,600. The engines, which have three 
large multitabular cylindrical boilers, arranged 
for the burning of coal or oil fuel, were also 
built by Messrs Workman, Clark. There are 
five holds arranged for the carriage of grain 
and general cargoes; with very complete load- 
ing and discharging arrangements. It is ex- 
pected that the vessel will be ready for service 
early in November, in which month a sister 
vessel from the same yard is due for launch- 
ing. , 
Responding to the toast of prosperity to 
his firm, Sir William said the only reason 
they had built the ships was to keep work 
people employed. They felt there were no 
profits in shipbuilding, or ship managing to- 
day; but they had wonderful faith in the 
country. If we were true to ourselves he felt 
we should make good. It is 56 years last 
month ‘since he started going to sea as a boy. 
This is simply to show the younger genera- 
tion what it was possible to do if they did 
work and try.
